WHAT THE COMPANY IS DOING. DEARTH OF LOCAL CANVASES. 


A slight decrease in the valoe of land'at 
Zeitoun has been noticed since the formation 
of the Cairo Bleotrio Railways and Heliopolis 
Oasis Company. Speculators have been soared 
at the immense quantity of land which this 
oon pany coald place on sale at a low price, 

We do not think. however, that these appre- 
hensions are justifiable. In the first place, 
the company has no interest in selling ita 
lands before the construction of* the electric 
railways, the tran ways, the roads, etc. Second- 
ly, as the real cost price of these lands is 
rather high, it is impossible for them to sell 
them at a low price. In this connection it is 
to be noted that, albeit the price paid to the 
Government for the land is very smali, the 
eum necessary to give it a market value will 
be evormoos, There is a costly railway to be 
built, tramways to be laid, a supply of water 
and electricity to be furnirhed, rosds to be 
made, pavements, pnblio parks, eto.,eto. Briefly, 
after spending £-00,000, as the area of the 
land which is to be sold in lots amounts to 
two million square mettes, “immediate” 
price of the lands for sale comes to 40 piastres 
& square metre. We bave said the ‘ immediate” 
price because the price must be increased 
every year and this for some time, throogh 
losses on the working of the railway, the tram- 
ways, the distribotion of water and electricity. 
It is certain that the rentals for the villas and 
hotels on the constroctien of which the com- 
pany is to spend from £4(0000 to £5! 0,000 
will hardly svffice to make up for these initial 
losses of exploitation. To all this must be 
added interest on £1.200,000 to £1,800,000,

£14, 00 to abont £7,000. In Egypt they 
had spent a large sum of money in develop- 
ment and in providing new machinery daring 
the year, the item of new machinéry coming to 
£13,300. They had exvended on capital 
account a som of over £27000, and the ex- 
pense of wir ning the gold they had recovered 
amoonted to between £10,000 ‘and £11,000. 
With regard to management expenses, these, 
would be considerably redooced if the scheme 
that was to be brought forward was adopted. 
The managing director's salary woald be 
redoced from £1,( 00 to £250, with a commis- 
sion of 2} per cent. on dividends distribnted. 
The secretary and office expenses would be 
reduced from £600 a year to £40‘ the oon- 
solting engineer would receive 250 guineas

To-dey the 8.8. Danera left Southampton 
with troops on board for Gibraltar, Malta, and 
Egypt.
